which yearly since 19G4 has graced the Metropolitan Museum in 
New York during the festive season. 


The tree, a simulated hluc spruce, glows richly with a collec- 


tion of 140 baroque Neapolitan crib figures, given to the Museum 
in 1964 by Mrs. Howell II. Howard, who installs the display each 
year (the collection %vas previously lent for display in 1957-1958 
and 1958-1959 over the Christinas season). 


The crib collection is made up of figures of the Holy Family, 


shepherds with their Hocks, the magnificent procession of the Magi 
with their exotic retinues, a heavenly host of angels, colorful 
crowds at the inn—and a delightful variety of animals. 


The decorative figures of the crib or prpsc'/wj, as it is named in 


Italy, were produced in the workshops of Naples during the sec- 
ond half of the eighteenth century. They average from 12 to IS 
inches in height. Their bodies of woven twine and wire arc pliable, 
and are fixed in differing attitudes to match their animated facial 
expressions. Their eighteenth century costumes, for the most part 
original, are enriched with jewels, accessories and embroideries. 


The heads and shoulders of the figures, exquisitely modeled in 


terra cotta and painted in flesh tones, are credited to some of the 
best eighteenth century Neapolitan sculptors.

To Jail or Canada? 


A 


t its once-in-three years gen- 
eral assembly In Detroit re- 
cently, the National Council 


of Churches decided to try tore* 
cruit non*member faiths like Ho* 
man Catholics and Southern Bap- 
tists. If successful, such a move 
might be awfully good for the 
Council. 


The Southern Baptists and the 


Roman Catholics have one thing 
(and 
maybe only one) in common 


— respect for laws freely made. 
Sometimes they go too far with 
it, of course, and individual liber- 
ty is throttled. But if you think 
of man as a tossed salad, it 
seems to us that a sprigof autho- 
ritarianism would improve the 
flavor and the body. Certainly 
the National Council of Churches 
could use a little more of it. 


For instance, at its assembly, 


the council agonized lor hours 
about whether it ought to parti- 
cipate with a young war protes- 
ter in turning in his draft card. 
Officially, the council finally de- 
cided no, but 180 of the 800 de- 
legates signed a petition suppor- 
ting him. Later, the council vot- 
ed to join the Canadian Council 
of Churches in helping 60,000 
young Americans who have gone 
to Canada to escape the draft 
and the jail sentences that are 
the penalty for draft dodgers. 
Exactly how they will help was 
not made clear, except that many 
of the clergy men proclaimed that 
they could not desert these young 
people in their time of greatest 
need. Some wanted the council to 
operate as an underground rail- 
road to help more young people 
po across the border. 


It seems to us that the time of 


greatest need for young men is 
when they are first faced with the 
draft. This is when the minister 
can really help, filling the role 
that goes all the way back to 
Saint Paul, by urging the young 
man to obey the laws of his coun- 
try whether he likes them or not. 
Of course, there are some young 
men for whom service in the Viet- 
nam war is not a question of pref- 
erence but of conscience; they be- 
lieve the war is immoral and, 
therefore, that it is immoral for 
them to have anything to do with 
it. The Judeo-Christian tradition 
always has held that there is a 
higher law than statutory law, 
and to young men of such sensi- 
tivity, the ministers would have 
to explain this- but in full. Part 
of the tradition is that if you de- 
fy a law because of conscience, 
then you must be willing to pay 
the consequences. Henry David 
Thoreau spelled this out for us 
many years ago. He was perhaps 
the first to fully define civil 
obedience but he certainly didn't 
originate it. Jesus violated the 
laws of Pontius Pilate, you will 
recall, but afterwards he didn't 
run off to Crete or escape to Alex- 
andria by underground railroad. 


What will the members of the 


National Council say to the draft 
dodgers in Canada? Urge them to 
come home and face the music?who voted 
This would be fine, but we doubt ject. 
that this is their purpose or they 
would have said so. Will they ad- 
vise them to stay put until the 
draft ends and then come home, 
where all will be forgiven? This 
might be the way membersofthe 
National Council look at it, but 
the public and especially the 
young soldiers who had to take 
the place of those men in Cana- 
da will hardly see it that way. 


If the ministers want to com- 


-fort someone, they should go to 
the federal prisons and try to 
help the young men who went 
to jail rather than be drafted. 
They are the real men of con- 
science.

faced a shortage of other hous- 
ing for large families at modest 
rental rates. 


Some of their neighbors call 


the barracks residents "squat- 
ters." 


"A lot of people say we're 


wrong being here," says Ronald 
Brown, who has a wife and nine 
children and 
is 
the elected 


chairman of the group. 


"But at least we're keeping 


our families together and im- 
proving our habits and stand- 
ards of living. We're just trying 
to show what you can do if you 
help yourself and help others to 
help themselves. 


"We had nowhere else to go. 


We were bitten by the concrete 
snake. These barracks were just 
sitting here empty. So we took

ly's holding company, the Co- 
lumbia Corp., have sold a 48 
per cent interest in the First 
National Bank of Magnolia to 
Weaver Investments Inc. of Lit- 
tle Rock. The transaction was 
reported to the comptroller of 
the currency in Washington in 
a letter dated Dec. 4. 


— Couch and Lane sold their 


controlling interest in the First

Workers Take 
Part in Food 
Stamp Plan

LITTLE 
ROCK (AP)-Sotne 


workers on strike currently are 
participating in the food stamp 
program in Arkansas. 


Such participants Include em- 


ployes on strike against Gener- 
al Electric Co. plants at Jones- 
boro at Fort Smith. 


The policy allowing strikers 


to be eligible for the program 
designed to benefit the impov- 
erished dates back beyond Nov. 
1, 1967, when it was confirmed 
in a federal memorandum. 


The memo was from J o h n 


Slaughter, regional director of 
the U.S. 
Agriculture Depart- 


ment at Dallas, Tex., to Len. 
E. Blaylock, welfare commis- 
sioner of Arkansas. 


Similar situations exist in 


other states and management 
spokesman 
have 
complained, 


generally privately, that 
the 


system 
in 
effect 
subsidizes 


strikers. 


Blaylock was asked by a re- 


porter about regulations govern- 
ing eligibility 
after it was 


learned that some of the GE 
strikers had qualified for food 
stamp assistance. 


"I don't always agree with 


the regulations which are estab- 
lished within the federal frame- 
work and often are beyond our 
control," Blaylock said. "Per- 
sonally, I tend to be anti- 
union." 


The strikers reportedly are 


receiving strike benefit 
pay- 


ments of $12 weekly, which, by 
the computation system used in 
the food stamp program, trans- 
lates into $52 income per month. 


An income that low is eligible 


for food' stamp program parti- 
cipiation. The participant could 
remain eligible for food stamps 
even if he had $1,000 in the 
bank as head of a household of 
four, or $500 in the bank as a 
single person. 


Delols Swanner, supervisor of 


the Welfare Department 
field 


service staff, said that in a hy- 
pothetical situation involving a 
striker heading a family of four, 
the striker would pay $2 of his 
$52 monthly income and would 
receive $58 in food coupons. 


The coupons may be used like 


money at grocery stores parti- 
cipating in the program. They 
are good only for food, and 
nothing else — "not tobacco, 
not beer, not clothing, not to pay 
the light bill or the rent or any- 
thing but food," Mrs, Swanner 
said. 


"This matter of strikers be- 


ing eligible has come up before 
with businessmen saying that 
the government is subsidizing 
strikers in their fight with em- 
ployers," Blaylock said, "We 
don't make policy. We follow 
it." 


J. Bill Becker, head of the 


Arkansas AFL-CIO, called the 
striker-eligibility provisions "a 
good thing." 


"It is absolutely not subsjdiz* 


ing strikes," Becker said. "The 
program is based on need. If 
someone qualifies, it's not im* 
port ant as to the cause of the 
hardshii. 


"The community has the re- 


sponsibility to its citizens," he 
said. "If they are in need — no 
matter whether it is by act of God, 
act 
of nature, 
or 
act of, 


labor-management — their need 
should be met." 


Becker 
said 
the advising 


strikers of the possibility of be» 
ing eligible for food coupons is 
normal part of the regular AFL- 
CIO information services. 


Pending consideration in Con* 


gress is an amendment to the 
laws which established the pro- 
gram. It would exclude partici* 
pation by those who are quali- 
fied because they are on strike. 
Becker said he doubts that the 
amendment will be approved.

senior high schools in the state. 


During the hearing, Dr. J. T. 


Herron, the state health officer, 
showed the legislators a three* 
foot marijuana plant and Intro- 
duced the lawmakers to the odor 
of marijuana smoke by burning 
two artificial marijuana pellets. 


Herron said that education 


was the key to prevention of the 
use of marijuana, but he cau- 
tioned against exaggerating Us 
dangers,

discredit your whole effort,"

YOUR DENTAL HEALTH 


Dentures Possible Despite 
Lumps on Roof of Mouth 


By WILLIAM LAWRENCE, D.D.S. 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


I'm 78 years old and I have 
a p r o b l e m . I have bony 
l u m p s on the roof of my 
mouth. My dentist says I 
must have them taken off 
before he can make me a 
full upper denture. But I'm 
really too old to have an 
operation and I don't have 
the money anyway. Is it pos- 
sible to have a denture made 
without r e m o v i n g t h o s e 
lumps?—Horace W. 


DEAR SIR: I don't know 


how big "those lumps" are 
but it would seem that your 
autumnal age and depleted 
resources are two excellent 
reasons for not having them 
removed from your palate. 


And b e y o n d that, while 


they do sometimes present 
difficulties in full d e n t u r e 
construction, surgical inter- 
vention is rarely necessary. 
I can't recall the last time I 
even heard of a torus being 
removed. 


Tori (torus-s i n g u la r) is 


t h e i r professional n a m e . 
T h e y a r e b e n i g n b o n y 
growths, hereditary in origin, 
rather common, occurring in 
about 35 per cent of our peo- 
ple, and usually completing 
their growth by age 30. They 
have been known to have a 
spurt of growth in later life, 
but that's rare.

NEW HOUSING STARTS 


DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: 


In the past 10 years I have 
had two metal partial den- 
tures made and each time 
the same thing h a p p e n s : 
After a w h i l e t h e h o o k s 
break off. What causes this? 
Are they p o o r l y made?— 
Seymour J. 


ANSWER: Denture clasps 


or "hooks" on t e e t h that 
hold partial dentures in place 
must be strong an:l yet have 
some spring in them. This 
balance is sometimes diffi- 
cult to achieve: thick clasps 
can damage tei'th and thin, 
spring clasps, can break^ , 


Clasps also'b re" a k "when 


there is too much pressure 
on them. This happens when 
the denture is not in balance 
with remaining natural teeth. 
Denture imbalance is further 
exaggerated by gums that 
have shrunken, teeth that 
have shifted, eccentric chew- 
ing habits and when other 
teeth in the mouth are lost. 


I don't know why it was 


n e c e s s a r y to make NEW 
d e n t u r e s for you since 
broken clasps can usually be 
repaired or replaced by spot 
welding to metal dentures. 


To avoid, or at least re- 


duce the incidence of den- 
ture repairs, your dentures 
should be cleaned, examined 
and adjusted twice a year.

They've 
played great ball all season, 
but even the other players 
will skip over them and se- 
lect the defensive backs on 
winning teams. 


And. while I'm on the sub- 


ject, I'd like to point out 
some other players I've seen 
this season who deserve rec- 
ognition on all-star teams 
but probably won't get it be- 
cause of their team records 
Or maybe because they've 
been injured, which is an- 
other factor in determining 
all-star picks. 


One player I was very im- 


pressed with was Ernie Kel- 
l e r m a n , t h e C l e v e l a n d 
Browns' d e f e n s i v e back 
Now Ernie j a m m e d his 
thumb early in the season 
and sat out a couple of 


gamps, but came back to do 
n great job for the Browns. 
In my opinion, lie's going to 
be one of the best defensive 
backs in

speed and he's always think- 
ing.

Another player 1 like is

Of course, tbere are many 


players who have had fabu- 
lous seasons and they just 
can't be left off the all-star 
teams.

Not only is be a 
great end. but he's the de- 
fensive captain and a leader. 
Nobody gives the Vikings

I'd say nobody in pro 
football had a better season 
in 1969. 


1 also think Paul War-field 


of the Browns and Roy Jef- 
ferson of the Steelers bad 
fabulous seasons as receiv- 
ers. But so did Lance Rent- 
zel of the Cowboys. Gary 
Collins of the Browns and 
Gene Washington of the Vi- 
kings, who. for my money, 
is the best wide receiver in 
the game. 


Then, of course, there are 


the old pros. Gene Hickerson 
of the Browns still remains 
one of the best p u l l i n g 
guards in football. And those 
two receivers for the Pack- 
ers—Boyd Dowler and Car- 
roll Dale—they're two of the 
best every year. Why, Dow- 
ler is the eighth leading re-

For U.S. Money

NEW YORK —(NEA)—In 


the decade of the 1960s, pro- 
fessional athletes emerged 
from traditional binds.

In fact, 
you may soon be placing two 
pieces of silver on the nose 
of an Arabian with your

n e i g h b o r h o o d 
bookie. 


Races between 
purebred 


Arabian horses are already 
legal in five states—Arizona, 
Colorado, Louisiana, Nevada 
and New Mexico. More are 
expected shortly. 


The 
only thing holding 


back the Arab races is that 
there aren't enough regis- 
tered 
Arabian horses 
to 


make up full cards. But that 
will be remedied shortly; 
time and nature are taking 
care of things. Currently 
there are 50,000 purebred 
Arabians grazing U.S. grass; 
10 years ago there were less 
than half that number. 


What makes Arabian races 


something the fans enjoy is 
that these desert descendants 
can run all day. They spe- 
cialize in long race's—2!/2 
miles or so. Jay 
Stream, 


president of the International 
Arabian Horse Association, 
says that from that distance 
up, an Arabian can beat any 
thoroughbred going. 


In fact, every year there is 


a 100-mile race from Lake 
Talioe to Auburn, in Califor- 
nia. And the record for that 
little jaunt is 11 hours and 20 
minutes. Try that, Arts and 
Letters. 


The 
IAHA 
registers all 


Arabians, and they have a 
Imeage going back around 
400 years. They arc every 
bit as exclusive as the thor- 
oughbreds. And they arc get- 
ting as expensive, too. 


At a recent sale of top

The increase in popularity 


oi Arabians here is due not

Stream, who owns 55 Ara- 


bians on his San Luis Obispo 
digs, says this is because the 
Arabian's eyes are wider set. 
This gives him wider vision 
and, hence, he is seldom sur- 
prised and seldom spooked. 


His heart, Stream says, 


outweighs a thoroughbred's 
heart by six pounds, on the 
average. His lung capacity is 
one and a quarter larger than 
that of the thoroughbred. 
This is why he can go so 
fast so far. 


Far more Arabians here 


are used as pleasure horses 
than race horses, so far. 
Stream says the breed has 
always been a "companion" 
horse—in 
the desert, 
the 


Bedouin's horse got the best 
place in the tent, and the 
wife got only second best, 
which accounts for the terms 
"single-Bedouin" and "dou- 
ble-Bedouin." 


Arabians come in all col- 


ors, not merely the white 
steed popularized by Rudolph 
Valentino. There are bays, 
grays, even blacks. Very few 
spotted or marked, and no 
palominos, 
but everything 
else. 


Of all the Arabian horses 


in the world today, five out 
of six are in the United 
States. Nobody knows how 
many are left in Arabia — 
Stream figures not many be- 
cause 
all the sheiks are 


driving Cadillacs. 


They may be having Cadil- 


lac races. But it looks like 
Arabian races are the com- 
ing thing here.

t its once-in-three years gen- 
eral assembly in Detroit re- 
cently, the National Council 


of Churches decided to try to re- 
cruit non-member faiths like Ro- 
man Catholics and Southern Bap- 
tists. If successful, such a move 
might be awfully good for the 
Council. 


The Southern Baptists and the 


Roman Catholics have one thing 
(and maybe only one) in common 
- respect for laws freely made. 
Sometimes they go too far with 
it, of course, and individual liber- 
ty is throttled. But if you think 
of man as a tossed salad, it 
seems to us that a sprig of autho- 
ritarianism would improve the 
flavor and the body. Certainly 
the National Council of Churches 
could use a little more of It.

Of course, there are some young 
men for whom service in the Viet- 
nam war is not a question of pref- 
erence but of conscience; they be- 
lieve the war is immoral and, 
therefore, that it is immoral for 
them to have anything to do with 
it. The Judeo-Christian tradition 
always has held that there is a 
higher law than statutory law, 
and to young men of such sensi- 
tivity, the ministers would have 
to explain this— but in full.
